"FREE TRANSPORTATION. 


The Railroads to Shut Down on the 
| Granting of Passes. 
Adsociated Press Leased-wire Service. - 


Sr. LOUIS, Nov. 18.—Chairman Midg- 


ley has promulgated the rules to be ob- 
served by parties to the agreement govern- 
ing the issuance of free or reduced trans- 
portation during 1895. The intent of the 
agreement is to limit the issuance of all 
forms of free and reduced transportation, 
so far as it can be done with due regard 
to the interests of the road, amd probably 
to abolieh the custom of giving passes to 
influence the obtaining of businesg. 

It is further provided that no passes 
shall be issuéd to representatives of re- 
frigerator, tank-line or other private-car 
comypanies; to representatives of street-car 
or cable companies; to repfesentatives of 
foreign lines occupying commercial posi- 
tions, or to officers of roads operating 
less than twenty-five miles of Hne. No 
passes shall be granted to proprietors, 
managers or employees of hotels, to officers 
or attendants of ocean steamships, or to 
attendants of the Railway Surgeons’ Asso- 
ciation. The question as to the issuance 
of passes to officers or members of railway 
labor organizations has deen referred 
to the Executive Committee. 

This decision is that no passes, annual 
or time, are ta be granted to such officers 
of members. In case of emergency, a trip 
pass may be issued, at the discretion of 
the general manager. No passes shall be 
issued on account of any road whose name 
does not appear upon the authorized ex- 
change list. Fifty-six Western railways 
have. signed the agreement. 


SENTENCE CONFIRMED. . 


Pay Clerk Sayre Must Serve Two 
Years in Prison on Small Pay. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—Secretary Her- 
bert has approved the sentence of the 
court-martial in the case of David B. Sayre, 
clerk to Paymaster J. B. McCann, who was 
convicted at Norfolk of embezzling $1917 
from the government. Sayre will be con- 
fined for two years in the Boston naval 
prison, with~loss of all pay save $10 per 
month and 3125 upon termination of the 
sentence, and then to be 3 dis- 
charged from the service. 

Several nice points of law 3 cited 
in this case by the defendant’s attorney, 
such as that that a pay clerk is not sub- 
ject to court-martial, and that the pay- 
master and not the clerk -was responsible

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—The House 


committees, which are expected to be of |’ 


the greatest importance in the next Con- 
gress are the ones on Ways and Means, 
Appropriations, Rules, Banking and Cur- 
rency, Coinage, Weights and Measures, 
Rivers and Harbors aud Public Buildings 
and Grounds. The first three named al- 
ways head the Mst in order of importance. 
The others are expected to assume impor- 
tance in the mext Congress because of 
the special conditions which will pre- 
vail during that Congress. 

The Banking Committee will certainly 
be one of the most important committees 
on the list, it there should be an effort, 
as it is himted,there may be, to revise 
the currency laws and change the pres- 
ent system. The probability of an effort 
to secure silver legislation and the prob- 
abiity that the Republican party, when 
it comes into power in the House, wilt 
want to formulate a policy on this question, 
will have the effect, algo, of advancing 
the Coinage Committee to a position of 
first rank. 

The Rivers and Harbors and Public 
BuiMings committees have the deli- 
cate task of providing for public im- 
provements, as far as a committee of the 
House can accomplish this work. With 
sO Many new men as there will de on the 
Republican side in Congress, and al) of 
them feeling that it would be necessary 
for them to make a showing to their con- 
stituents, there will naturally be a 
pretty genera? clamor for appropriations for 
postoffice buildings, custom-houses and 
river and harbor improvements. While 
the Republican party has always shown

that a Presidential election will be so near 
at band, will prove strong arguments in 
this'direction, es will the possibility of a 
Presidential veto. 

The Repuliicans at present have six 
of the seventeen members of the Rivers 
and Harbors Committee, and all their 
members have been re-elected, except Mr. 
Henderson cf Minos. With Henderson out 
of the way, Hermann of Oregon takes first 
place in the R n membership of the 
committee, with Stephens of Michigan, 
Hooker of New York, Grosvenor of Ohio 
and Reyburn of Pennsylvania, following 10 
the order named. It cannot, of course, 
be known whether the next speaker wil? 
follow the seniority rule. If he should, 
Mr. Hermann would become chairman. 

Mr. Milliken of Maine leads the Repub- 
ican memberghip in the Committee on 
Public Buildings, and the chances are 
that if Mr. Reed becomes speaker, Mr. 
Milliken will be chairman of this cemmit- 
tee. Mr. Morse of Massachusetis is the 
oniy Republican member of the commit- 
tee returned. Only three of the old Re- 
publican members of the Committee on 
Banking and Currency are re-elected. They 
are Messrs Walker of Massachusetts, Rus- 
sell of Connecticut and Johnson of Indi- 
ana. Mr. Walker is the senior member, 
and his chances for the chairmanghip are 
the best. 

Ot the six present Republican members 
of the Committee on Coinage, Weights 
and Measures five have been re-elected 
to the Fifty-fourth Congress. They are in 
the order named: Stone of Pennsylvania, 
Johnson of North Dakota, Dingley of 
Maine, Hager of Iowa and Aldrich of Illi- 
nois. Mr. Stone would naturally become 
chairman of the committee he desired 
the place. 

In the natural order of events, Hon. 
J. C. Burrows of Michigan will become 
chairman of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee with Mr. Reed in the Speaker's 
chair, but there is little doubt that he 
will be given this important post, which 
carries with it the Republi leadership 
on the floor of the House, he fails in 
his ambition to succeed Senator Patton 
in the Senate. 

With Reed in the Speaker's chair and 

Mr. Burrows in the Senate there would 
be only three Republican members of 
the present committee to choose from, 
these being Messrs. Payne of New York, 
Dalzell of Pennsylvania and Hopkins of 
IIlinois. 
Mr. Henderson of Iowa is the ranking 
Republican member of the Appropriation 
Committee, with Messrs. Cogswell of Mas- 
sachusetts, Bingham of Connecticut, Ding- 
ley of Maine, Grout of Vermont and Can- 
non of Illinois coming in the order named. 
It is possible that neither Cannon nor 
Henderson will get the place, for in the 
event of Mr. Burrows becoming chair- 
man of the Ways and Means Committee 
the probabilities are strong that the East 
would demand the chairmanship of the 
next important committee, which . would 
be that on Appropriations. In that con- 
tingency, Cogswell's chances for being pro- 
moted to the head of the committee would 
be excellent, 

If Mr. Reed becomes Speaker of the 
Houve, the Republican membership of the 
Committee en Rules will probably be com- 
posed of himself and the chairman of the 
Appropriations and Ways and Means com- 
mittees. He pursued this plan in the Fifty- 
first Congress, and there is reagon to be- 
lieve that he would revive it rather than 
imitate Mr. Crisp’s policy of Gatributing 
the honors.

MILES. 
He Leaves to Assume Command of 

His New Department.

A BIG SWINDLE. 


AN INSURANCE COMPANY AND 
A CORPSE. 


B. J. Pitzel and H. H. Holmes Sub- 
stitute Another Man's Body for 
the Former’s and Get Ten 
Thousand Dollars.

,PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 18.—By the ar- 
rest of R. H. Holmes, alias Howard, in 
Boston, a gigantic swindle has been un- 
earthed by detectives of the Fidelity Mu- 
tual Life Insurance Association of this 
city. On September 3 last the corpse of a 
man was found at No. 1316 Callowhill 
street this city, and was buried by the 
Coroner under the name of B. J. Pitzel. 
Now it appears that the corpse was a 
bold substitute for the purpose of defraud- 
ing the insurance company of $10,000. 

B. J. Pitzel rented the houge on Callow- 
bill street during the summer, under the 
name of B. F. Perry, and conducted a 
patent medicine business. The last week 
in, August he disappeared, and on Septem- 
ber 4 a man with whom he had had busi- 
ness relations, went to the house and found 
Perry dead on the floor. Death was at- 
tributed to the explosion of a jar of clean- 
ing fluid. On the body were found a small 
sum of money and two letters, dated St. 
Louis, evidently from the man’s wife, in 
which she signified her intention of coming 
to Philadelphia. The body lay in the 
morgue for eleven days without identifica- 
tion. The Coroner’s jury called it death 
caused by burns, accidentally received. 

After the body had been buried in the 
Potter’s field a communication was re- 
ceived by the Fidelity Mutual Life Associa- 
tion, dated St. Louis, and signed by an 
attorney of, that city; J. D. Howe. The 
latter stated that the man’s real name was 
Pitzel. The company refused to recognize 
the unusual claim. and sent to the gen- 
eral manager in Chicago, where the policy 
had been issued, for a description of the 
man who took it out. The policy had been 
issued through the agency of a reputable 
business man, but when he was questioned 
he referred the inquirer to H. H. Holmes, 
who had a desk in the same building with 
the deeeased in Chicago‘ during the World's 
Fair. The general manager could not lo- 
cate Holmes, but found his wife, and by 
her was told that her husband was a frav- 
eling man, and that she would communi- 
cate with him. The next day, however, 
Holmes wrote to the Philadelphia office, 
stating that he had learned that the death 
was in Philadelphia, and that, as he ex- 
pected to be in Baltimore soon, he would 
stop in Philadelphia. 

Meanwhile Attorney Howe appeared in 
Philadelphia, accompanied by a young girl, 
whom he represented as the daughter of 
the dead man. It was then decided to 
exhume the body, which was done by offi- 
clals of the company. The officials of the 
company were satisfied, and the body was 
reburied, and Attorney Howe received the 
$10,000 representing the sum due Mrs. Pit- 
zel. A month ago one of the company’s 
agents, while in St. Louis, became cog- 
Hizant of e of the facts, and formulated 
the story of a conspiracy. He discovered 
that Holmes and Howe had been related 
in the character of lawyer and client in a 
case where Holmes had been arrested un- 
der the name of H. M. Howard, for ob- 
taining goods under false pretense. Then 
it was found that Holmes and Pitzel had 
been in business together in Chicago dur- 
ing the World’s Fair, where they conducted. 
a hotel with secret rooms, in which they 
hid goods, obtained by swindling mer- 
chants. The place was called the World's 
Fair Hotel. While here Pitzel took out a 
policy with the Fidelity Company, and 
Holmes followed his example a month 
later, both giving notes for the first pay- 
ment. Holmes was chased all over the 
country. It was learned that Pitzel and 
Holmes obtained by some means or other 
a corpse from the New York Hospital, 
brought it here, surrounded it by the evi- 
dence of a violent death in the Callow- 
hill-street house, and obtained the $10,000. 
Holmes was arrested in Boston by detec- 
tives, who are now after Pitzel. 

NOT A BOGUS BODY. 

PHILADBLPHIA, Nov. 18.—The prevail- 
ing impression in this city regarding the 
gigantic insurance swindlle, which resulted 
in the arrest in Boston yesterday of 
Herman Mudget, otheiwise known as H. 
H. Holmes, and a variety of other aliases, 
is that the corpse was found in the Callow- 
hill-street House, and on which the $10,000 
was cbtained, was not a bogus corpse, 
but in reality that of the beneficiary, 
P. F. Pitzel, and that he was murdered 
by Homes. 

This is the belief, not only of the de- 
tedtives cf the Fidelity Insurance Company, 
which was so cleverly victimized, but of 
Superintendent of Police Lindon and the 
Coroner. They think the confession made 
by Holmes last night, detailing the con- 
spiracy, was a ruse to avert the theory 
of his having made way with the man 
who eo many years was his partner in 
crime. Mrs. 'Pitzel, wife of the victim, or 
conspirator, will be arrested tomorrow. 

A thorough investigation has been made 
in this city, and has aroused strong doubts 
as to the truth of Holmes’s story as to 

e manner in which they got the body.

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MEXICANS ARM 


They Favor War with 
Guatemala. 


New Troops Stationed on 
the Border. 


The National Factory Turning Out 
Cartridges as Fast as 
Possible. 


Great Enthusiasm All Along the 
Line—The Government Asked to 
Accept Volunteers—Troops 
for Tobasco.

CITY OF MEXICO, Nov. 18.—The na- 
tional arms factory here is turning out 
cartridges as fast as possible. The great- 
est bustle is noticeable in the War De- 
partment. This is giving rise to many 
rumors. It is rumored that Assistant Sec- | 
retary of War Escudero is going to Vera 
Cruz within a few days to see about bet- 
ter transportation of troops to Guatemalan 
frontier. 

N THE FRONTIER. 

‘COMMITAN (Mex.,) Nov, 18.—New 
troops have arrived and taken station cov- 
ering the line. There is the strongest 
feeling here in favor of war with Guate- 
mala. The Chapana are all willing to 
shoulder muskets, and many of them have 
made offers to the government for arms 
for war purposes. 

People on the Guatemalan frontier are 
most bitter in their complaints against 
the Guatemalan government, which has 
lately relieved all the authorities who 
were from this section and have appointed 
people from the interior to fill their posi- 
tions, and an uprising is imminent. An 
agent of the Guatemalan government is 
here trying to purchase horses for cav- 
alry.

Premier Rhodes Finds Finds Fault with the 
Protective Tariff.

LONDON, Nov. 18.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
Regarding the diamond trade, Premier 
Cecil Rhodes of Cape Colony, who amassed 
such a large fortune as director of various 
diamond mines at Kimberly that he ob- 
tained the designation of The Diamond 
King,” said today in an interview: 

„We went to Chicago and spent $10,000 
at the World’s Fair. The only thing I 
made in return was a prohibitive duty. 
America has usually taken one-third of 
the expor’ of cut diamonds, but during the 
last few years of the depression in the 
United States the sales have been much re- 
duced. We find when one part of the world 
is depressed that trade with others is im- 
proved. The output of diamonds is regu- 
lated. We could mine three times the 
quantity of diamonds produced, but we 
could not use them, and there is no ad- 
vantage in producing beyond a certain 
amount. 

“I am a free-trader, but if a country 
persistently shuts out the products of an- 
other country, I believe the country dis- 
criminated against u perfectly justified 
in shutting out the products of the country 
which first imposes the discriminating 
duties.“

SPIRITUALLY ASLEEP, 


Conditions in America as Portrayed 
by Dr. Bashford.

CLEVELAND (O.) Nov. 18.—Business 
was laid aside today by the delegates and 
officers of the W.C.T.U. convention. The 
hours were devoted to worship and rest. 
Many of the visitors spoke from pulpits 
thrown open to them by the city pastors.

W. Bashford of the Ohio Weslyan Uni- 
versity wes accorded the honor of deliver- 
ing the annual sermon, which office had 
heretofore been filled by women. The 
preacher took for his text, Matthew vi, 1: 
“Thy kingdom come; Thy will be done on 
earth as it is in heaven.” 

He said that the aim of the w. C. Pu. 
was to bring in the kingdom of heaven 
on earth. He thought the subject for the 
consideration of the hour should be, “The 
Problem to be Solved in Bringing in the 
Kingdom,“ and “The Best Solution of the 
Problems Which Confront Our Civiliza- 
tion.“ One of the problems he believed 
to be the growth of the cities. With the 
increase in population has also come 
an increase in the tax vate. In the early 
part of his address Dr. Bashford turned to

A Manifesto as the Result of the Re- 
| cent Meeting.

NEW YORK, Nov. 18.—The result of 
the recent deliberations of the National 
League magnates, is embodied in a mani- 
festo, drafted by a committee of four, ap- 
pointed for that purpose and made public 
today. A synopsis of the manifesto re- 
cites the history of all movements to es- 
tablish opposition clubs, showing that the 
result has always been the loss of local 
pride by patrons and interest in both 
clubs destroyed. The mdnifesto con- 
nues: 
“Today the future of baseball is con- 
nted by a new condition, a condition 
which, in every particular, is as harmful 
and in many respects far more dangerous 
than open dishonesty or flagrant dissipa- 
tion. That is treachery within the lines. To- 
day and for months past we have had men 
identified with professional baseball, who 
for years have been the beneficiaries of 
the game have received compensation for 
the work they have done, earned their 
livelihood entirely and absolutely from the 
opportunities afforded them by clubs and 
organizations operating under the national 
agreement, and we find and now know 
that these men during this time have per- 
sistently been identifying themselves with 
schemes and combinations, the objects 
and purposes of which are to, weaken an 
perhaps destroy the splendid fabric 
our national game which it has taken 


years of effort, anxiety and large outlay of [ 


capital to construct. 

“The moment any suspicion attaches to 
baseball, public confidence lost or even 
chilled, the occupation of the ball player 
is gone. We must all stand or fall to- 
gether. It is a matter of public rumor 
and is also a fact which has come to our 
knewledge that men identified with clubs, 
members of the national agreement, have 
been co-operating in the formation of 
clubs or organizations, whose purpose is 
to conflict with the national agreement. 
In view of this knowledge the National 
League and American Association of pro- 
fessional clubs in convention assembled 
respectfully request the national board to 
declare Buckenburger, William

Since the revival of work on the canal 
the canal company has not hired one 
single man, except negro laborers at 60 
and 70 cents a day, Colombia silver. This 
equals 27 cents American money a day. 
There are now men starving to death, who 
gave up positions at home to come here.

They instituted an in- 
quiry and learned that one of the period- 
ical payments on account of the contract 
was overdue and a telégraphic inquiry was 
sent to the military headquarters in this 
city to ascertain the address of Payne. 
The answer revealed his alleged duplicity 
and they took steps to secure themselves. 

Payne meantime left California for Colo- 
rado. He arrived in this city on Saturday 
night. The dispatch requesting his ar- 
rest followed a few hours later. Detec- 
tives Eals and Leyden Visited the hotel, 
but learned that the man they were after 
was out with some friend. Last night 
they were more successful and placed him 
under arrest in “his room. Payne was 
taken to the police station and was clos- 
eted with Chief of Police Armstrong for 
nearly an hour. In his pocket was found 
a Graft for $20.55: He denied the charge 
of embeszlement strenuously...

A QUEER PROCEEDING. 


One of the most important questions 
that will coine up before the citizens 
of Los Angeles during the next few 
years is that of the municipal water 
system. The lease of the City Water 
Company will soon expire and there 


is a widespread sentiment among our 


people that when that time comes the 
city should make arrangements to ac- 
quire the improvements and own its 
own water system, which, as the 
years roll by, is certain to increase 
‘greatly in value. The ownership of 
the water supply of the Los Angeles 
‘River is one of the most valuable pos- 
sessions which the city has, and 
should be jealously guarded. 

In today’s Times Henry T. Hazard, 
in an interview, calls attention to a 
dangerous agréement which has been 
entered into between the city and W. 
T. Spillman in regard to the owner- 
ship of certain water rights near the 
present source of supply. Mr. Hazard 
shows that this agreement gives away 
the right to gather all the percolating 
waters of the San Fernando Valley. 


| The City Water Company, with a 


(keen eye to the future, has already 
clajmed the ownership to an independ- 
ent supply—the “Crystal Springs“ 
Which many people believe is a drain- 
age from the Los Angeles River bed. 
Now comes another party with a prop- 
osition for a tunnel, to be five times 
deeper than the Crystal Springs tun- 
mel, and yielding twenty-five times as 
much water, which claim the Council 
jeoneedes with scarcely a protest. 

This certainly gives a dangerous 
‘foothold to a claim which should only 
be conceded, if at all, after careful 
and earnest investigation. It puts the 
city on the defensive, where there ‘is 


no reason. for it to take that position.

A water system without a water 
supply is of little value. It would be 
well for Los Angeles to take care that 
it is not left in this position when the 
lease of the present water company 
expires.

No One Must be Allowed to Get a 
Vested Right in the Waters of 
the River—Much Caution 
Should be Exercised. 


— — — 


At the last meeting of the City Council 
the City Attorney presented a report in 
reference to a stipulation in the case of 
W. T. Spifiman, an action to quiet ¢itle 
to a plece of property, preliminary to the 
commencement of a scheme to develop 
water in the vicinity of where the present 
city supply is secured. This report, which 
was, on motion, approved, is as follows: 

“In the case of W. T. Spillman vs. the 
City of Los Angeles, which was brought 
Gome time ago to quiet title against the 
waters lying on a piece of land about 900 
feet east of the ‘Los Angeles River about 
three miles above the city limits, I have 
filed an answer to the effect that the city 
made no claim to the land in question, 
or to the waters lying in the land, ex- 
cept to such of said waters as form à part 
of the sources of underground flow feeders, 
springs and subterranean waters flowing 
Into and forming d part of the Los An- 
geles River. Mr. Spillman has always said 
that he claimed no part of the waters of 
the rivér, and was willing to stipulate to 
that effect. I have drawn a stipulation to 
this effect, to-wit: 7 

„Mat Mr. Spillman is the owner of the 
undeveloped water lying in the land in 
question, and has the right to develop and 
use the same, subject to the qualifications 
hereinafter mentioned. 

“Second—But that the city of Los An- 
geles ig the sole owner of all the waters 
of the Los Angeles River, and also of all 
water forming a part of its sources, under- 
ground, undeveloped waters lying therein, 
except to such of said waters as consiituite 
part of ita sources, feeders, springs, under- 
ground flow and subterranean waters of 
the Los Angeles River, or are tributary 
‘thereto; and that as to all of such waters 
the city of Los Angeles is the sole owner. 

“Pourth—That the right of sald Spill- 
mian to develop and use the underground 
undeveloped waters upon said land shall be 
limited to the right to develop and use 
only so much of said waters as do not 
constitute a part of the sources, feeders, 
springs, underground flow and subterran- 
ean waters of the Los Angeles River, or as 
are not tributary to any of its flow. 

“This stipulation has been agreed to by 
Mr. Spillman, and I am of the opinion 
that it wholly protects the city @ all 
points. In case we should proceed to try 
the action I do not know that the city 
could obtain anything in the way of a 
judgment which it does not obtain by this 
stipulation, and in view of the uncer- 
tainty of the result of the trial, the evi- 
dence in which would be largely a mater 
of conjecture, as ‘the waters in question 
have never been developed, I believe it for 
the Dest interests of the city, to enter into 
this stipulation, and I advise that the same 
de doné,”’ 

Mr, Spillman mptly took advantage 
of the action’ of the Council and secured a 
ju t im accordance with the agree- 
ment. a 

While the agreement is apparentiy fair 
on its face, a great many people believe 
that it is part of a deep-laid scheme to 
gain an interest in the waters of the Los 
Angeles River, and thereby eventually 
control the water supply of the city, or, at 
least, be in a position to make a stand in 
court. Among others who have given the 
Matter special attention is ex-Mayor Haz- 
ard, who believes that there is danger in. 
the scheme, and who yesterday gave his 
views to a Timésyreporter as follows: 

Question. Is it e that you called on 

Mayor to induce him to refuse his 
assent to the stipulation entered into in 
the case of Spillman vs. the City of Los 
Angeies? Answer. Yes, I did, but I did not

Q. What is 
which the City Attarney recommended the 
Council to enter into? A. It is wrong and 
dangerous in that it permits any one to 
get a vested interest of any kind in and 
to the waters of the Los Angeles River. 
Under that stipulation Mr. Spillman gets 
permission to cut à tunnel across and 
below the river bed, and his scheme is to 
intersect the flow of all the water by a 
tunnel fifty feet below the surface of the 
river at a point just north of the city. 
This tunnel is to rum as Mr. Spillman 
himself claims “entirely across the valley 
from the rock on one side to the rock on 
the other. It would gather all the perco- 
lating waters passing through the nar- 
rows above the bottom line of the tunnel“ 
(that is, all the waters of the San Fer- 
nando Valley,) and this tunnel is to be five 
times deeper than the tunnel of the Los 


tal Springs, and, actording to the claim 
of the engineer of Mr. Spillman it would 
yield twenty-five times as much water, 
or 15,000 inches.“ I thought we had 
trouble encugh with the claim of the 


tunnel, but here is one deliberately per- 
mitted twenty-five times bad. of a ca- 
pacity and situated so as td take all the 
water. This report says: “The water 
passes through a gap less than one mile 
in width, formed by the eastern terminus 
of the Cahuenga range of hills on the west 
and the San Rafael hills on the east, and 
this underflow or percolating water is 
that which you (Mr. Spillman) proposes 
to develop.“ It gives him a foothold that, 
by the lapse of time and the expenditure 
of money may ripen into a richt as against 
the city that may be excedingly — a 
ous to the permanent growth and pros- 
perity of our city. 

Q. Is the city not sufficiently protected 


acquired no rights thereunder, at all events 
why should the city be called upon to per- 
mit anyone to develop or in any manner 
interfere with the permanent water sup- 
ply of the city and take this water onto 
other and different lands adjoining’ the 
city?

anyone else ts permitted to intercept any 
part the waters of the Los Angeles 
River, where our ‘waters come from, on 
any pretext atever.

LOS ANO Nov. 17, 1894.—(To the 
Editor of The Times:) In the issue of 
your paper of last Tuesday the writer ob- 
served with great surprise the report of 
the Zanja Committeé to the Council in 
their afternoon session, recommending the 
acceptance of the bid for riveted steel 
pipe for the Lake Shore avenue and Sec- 
ond-street pipe line. This, you may ob- 
serve, in the same class of pipe, viz, twenty- 
now in the ground and ca 
age to this public thoroughfare and the 
property In that vicinity. 

By adopting the same kind of pipe as 
has heretofore been laid, there will prac- 
tically de no relief, and the sum of $8625 
spent to go through the same experience 
of the past seven years. 

It is certainly a very important matter 
that the work to be done over again should 
be of a permanent improvement, and the 
expense already incurred since the spring 
of 1887 on the pipe Une is a sufficient guar- 
antee that the work now to be done over 
again should be the Dest obtainable.

BLECTROCUTION IS BOTH MERCIFUL 
AND EFFECTIVE. 
D' Arsonval, the French physiologist, 
created a sensation last year by the state- 
ment that the high-tension electric cur- 
rent used for the execution of criminals 
did not necessarily kill them; but in a 
majority of cases, it simply suspended the 
animation of the subject, who could be 
resuscitated if proper means were taken 
He emphasized this statement by averring 
that the criminals who had been subjected 
to the electric stroke had succumbed not 
to it but to the knives of the physicians 
who made the autopsy. This important 
question was brought before the recent 
convention of American electrotherapists 
in New York for special discussion. The 
convention protested against the conclu- 
sions reached by D’Arsonval. The particu- 
lar case mentioned by the Frenchman con- 
tained no marked lesions or evident de- 
struction of tissues; death was only ap- 
parent, and resuscitation under the cir- 


cumstances, of course, possible. The fact 


mentioned by D'Arsonval that a pressure

However brilliant the present commer- 
cial electric light may appear to the ordi- 
nary observer, electricians know that its 
efficiency compared with what it ought to 
be; and with what the light of the future 
will possess, is represented by the differ- 
ence between itself and the obsolute tal- 
low candle. Plenty of ‘light is produced, 
but the trouble is that too much électrical 
energy is consumed in producing it. Many 
efforts have been made to improve the 
quality of illuminating carbons, for the 
of lenthening the life of 
filaments, or points, and 
to produce a combination of 
carbon with other substances that 
would give more light for the elec- 
trical energy expended. For this purpose all 
sorts of combinations of materials have 
been tested. What inventors have been 
trying to do is to hit on a carbon contain- 
ing a material extremely difficult of oxi- 
datlon, and having an excessively high 
fusing point, and being at the same time 
capable of the maximum degree of ium- 
mescence. B. G. Acheson, the well known 
inventor of carborundum, has recentiy 
produced a carbon, in which he claims to 
have these points. He reduces pure car- 
bon and carbſde of silicon (carborundum) 
to fine powder, and mixes nine parts of the 
former to one of the latter with tar or 
any other goed binding material, and 
then bakes the composition and molds it 
into the prope: form for use. The lumi- 
nesée of this material in a lamp of 
any given candle power is sald to be 
positively startling, and would -seem to 
Suggest that a new stage in electric light- 
ing is about to be entered upon. Some idea 
of the importance of the carbide of sili- 
con in this combination is gathered by 
ling the cbre an ordinary cored car- 
bon rod or point with the carbide, either 
alone or with a binding agent. adjusting 


it in the lamp and turning on the current. 


The effect is a revelation in light effi- 
ciency. As carborundum is subjected in 
the process of manufacture in an electric 
furnace to a temperature approximately 
that of the electric arc, it is nec rily 


nently fitted (as the result of having al- 
through the strain of in- 
tense heat) for the light-giving body. The 
discovery of this material is another im- 
portant step in the direction of cheap 
electric light, as, besides its essential 
infusibility and non-oxidizability it has 
the valuable qualification of extreme lum- 
inescence; and it igs claimed to produce a 
greater amount of 1 for the electri- 
cal energy consumed than any illuminating 
body heretofore used. It will be 
bered that Nikola Tesla, in his memorable 
lecture before the English Royal Institu- 
tion, stated that carborundum was, so far 
as his tests had gone, the only substance 
that could withstand the stress of the 
„molecular bombardment’’ in his one-wire 
lamp, and his prescience is now confirmed 
dy the commercial utilization of the ma- 
terial for lighting purposes.

The gospel meeting of the V. W. C. A., 
was held at No. 107 ‘North Spring street 
at 3:45 o’clock yesterday afternoon, and 
was well attended. Dr. and Mrs. E. M. 
Pease, missionaries of the Congregational 
church to Miscronesia, were present, and 
told of the work in these far-away lands. 

The meeting was opered by singing 
“When I Survey the Wondrous Cross.’’! 
Dr. Pease read from Revelations and of- 
fered prayer. 

“The Morning Light is Breaking“ was! 
then sung. Dr. and Mrs. Pease have been 
for seventeen years laboring as missionar- 
ies in these islands. There are three; 
groups, dhe Gilbert, Caroline and the Mar- 
shall, and their work was principally in} 
the last named. Only once in this period” 
did they visit this country. Now they 
will remain for a time to educate their 
children, hoping again to resume the work 
which is dear to them. 

Mrs. Pease made a mont interesting ad- 
dress, telling of the work. She spoke of 
the trip out, and how they spent 120 days 
in getting by sailing vessel from Hono- 
lulu to Micronesia. Of the slow progress 
of acquiring the language of the people so 
that they could teach them the gospel. 
Of the pressure of impatience under which 
the knowledge is alwayz gained, for hav- 
ing gone there to teach the time seems 
very precious that must t spent in study. 
Previous missionaries had left all that 
was in their possession for the guidance of 
those who would come afterward... Mrs. 
Pease described the life cf the natives be- 
fore the advent of the first workers in 
1852, and told of the various means em- 
ployed for their improvement. The prin- 
cipal foods of the islands wer bread fruit, 
cocoanuts and fish, and the buildings and 
modes of life were correspondingly poor. 
The missionaries have established training 
schools, gathering into them the best ma- 
terial, fitting the natives to assist in the 
salvation of their own people. “Some of 
these young men,“ she eaid, would set 
an example of simple éloquence to our 
American boys worthy of invitation, for, 
barefooted and clad in thetr humblest garb, 
they were absolutely forg 1 of self, and 
thought only of presenting Chrisi to. their 
hearers.“ The children in the Congrega- 
tional Church own and sustain a vessel 
called the Morning Star, which once each 
year makes a trip to America for pro- 
visions, mail, books, ety., and the re- 
mainder of the time is eriployed in carry- 
ing the workers about fram one island to 
another. The arrival of this vessel once 
a year from America,“ sald Mrs. Pease, is 
the red letter day of ‘the year.’’

SANTA BARBARA COUNTY. 


A Big Water Enterprise Taking 
Shape—Notes and Personals. 


SANTA BARBARA. Nov.  18.—(Special 
Correspondence.) There is said to be a big 
scheme on ffoet to supply, not only this cy, 
but the whole of the Montecito and Carpin- 
teria valleys with water. For several months 
the project has been under consideration, and 
for some time past a party of surveyors has 
been at work and have admitted the practica- 
bility of the plan. A dam has been located 
on the other side of the mountains on the 
Santa Ynez River, and the face of the moun- 
tain opened up for the commencement of a 
tunnel, which is calculated to plerce the 
mountain from the river to Dinsmore Canyon, 
back of the Montecito, a distance of 15,000 
feet. Of course, this tunnel will be an ex- 
pensive piece of work, and will be of in- 
extimable benefit to the residents of this 
city and vicinity, as the lack of a proper 
water supply has for a long time been the 
principal drawback of the place. While there 
is little doubt that the above scheme will be 
carried out these directly interested are tak- 
ing particular pains to prevent it from gain- 
ing publicity, for what reason it is not stated. 
It is said that an Eastern syndicate has taken 
the matter in hand, and are starting with a 
cwpital of between $1,000,000 and 62.000, 000. 
The estimated cost of the dam, tunnel and 
reservoir is $1,000,000, but the capacity will 
be so great as to supply water for irrigation 
as well as domestic purposes. The Santa 
Barbara Water Company also has a plan for 
a large dam and reservoir in Mission 
yon, but so far as can be learned no active 
steps have been taken toward pushing the 
matter.

VENTURA COUNTY. 


Electric Light Controversy—The 
Result in Doubt. 


VENTURA, Nov. 17.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) Just what the outcome of the 
electric light controversy will be is hard 
to determine at the present time. There 
is one thing though that seems to be 
definitely settled in the minds of the 
majority of the City Trustees, as well as 
the majofity of the citizens, and that is 
that Ventura had better do without street 
lights for a short time than burden her- 
self with a three-years’, or even a one- 
year’s contract at prices the Land and 
Power Company ask and insist upon hav- 
ing for lighting the city. 

While it is contended by some that the 
prices the Land and Power Company ask 
for the lights are net higher and, in 
some instances lower, than those paid 
by other California cities, it is also worthy 
of note that the arc-light plant of this 
city is run at a much lower cost than the 
majority of such systems, the Land and 
Power Company being the owners of one 
of the finest gravity water powers on the 
Coast, from which power is derived to 
run their entire arc system, at a very low 


The 


cost. 

Considering the amount of capital in- 
vested in the plant, which those in a posi- 
tion to know say can be duplicated for 
less than $10,000, it would seem that the 
amount this city paid the company for 
lights during 1893 ($1623.15) would be a 
fair rate of interest on the investment, 
especially so when they only furnish a 
12 o’clock service. Of course, the taking 
down of the street lamps by the com- 
pany is causing lots of talk, and there 
are various rumors afloat as to what the 
company are and are not going to do in 
the matter. It is stated on good authority, 
however, that the company will circulate 
a pétition on the quiet among those who 
they feel sure will sign it, asking the 
City Trustees to have the lights replaced 
at the price demanded by the company. 

The board is rfectly willing to take 
fifteen lights.at $8 each per month, but it 
is extremely doubtful if they will go one 
cent higher. Their action in the matter 
is meeting with approval with the ma- 
jority of the taxpapers of the city.

THE CROWN OF ENGLAND A 
TOTAL WRECE. 


No Hope that the Freight Steamer 
Can be Floated Again—The Tug 
Fearless Returns to San 
Francisco. 


~The freight steamer, Crown of England, 
which was wrecked on the rocks of Santa 
Rosa Island, a week ago last Wednesday 
morning, is reported as being so badly 
damaged as to prove almost a total foss. 
The steamer was north-bound from San 
Diego to Nanaimo in ballast when she 
struck, being engaged in transporting coal 
to Southern California. A crew of about 
twenty men was aboard, and all hands 
escaped with their lives. The story of 
ow the mate and five men reached Santa 
Monica in a small boat, after being out 
two days and two nights, was published 
in last Monday's Times. Since that time 
the remaining members of the crew have 
been taken from the island, and a careful 
investigation has been made into the causes 
of the wreck. . 

The tug Fearless,“ says the San Fran- 
cisco Examiner, of Saturday, has arrived 
from the wreck of the steamer Crown of 
England, which went ashore on Santa Rosa 
Island a week ago during a heavy fog. 
News of the wreck was received in Gan 
Francisco last Sunday, and the tug was 
dispatched to the rescue. Capt. Dan Has- 
kell now thinks that the trip was useless. 
The big. steamer ‘was doomed as soon as 
she ran on the reef, and when the Fearless 
got to her, great ragged holes had been 
pounded through the heavy iron plates of 
mer bottom. She was lying high up on the 
shore, and at low water a person could 
walk down the almost to the 
stranded hulk. 

“The Crown of England was on her way 
from San Diego to Nanaimo after deliver- 
ing a cargo of coal, and was steaming 
along up the coast when she became en- 
veloped in fog. The treacherous currents 
of the southern coast drifted her out of 
her course, and without warning she ran 
upon the reef and was soon an almost 
complete wreck. The steamer lies close 
to the shore and between the beach and a 
cluster of rocks that marks the end of 
the short reef. 

When the vessel stranded the crew had 
little difficulty in getting to shore with 
their effects. 

“Capt. Metcalf, Lloyd's agent, and the 
representatives of the insurance companies, 
went down to the wreck on the tug Vigi- 
lant, and he is expected back tomorrow 
morning with complete details of the 
steamer’s injuries.“
